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On June 4, 2007, TDS Telecommunications Corp., FairPoint Communications, Inc., and Burke’s 
Garden Telephone Company (Petitioners) filed a petition seeking revocation of Sprint Nextel 
Corporation’s (Sprint/Nextel’s) designation as an eligible telecommunications carrier (ETC) in Virginia.1  
Petitioners allege that Sprint/Nextel has not built out and expanded coverage in rural and unserved areas 
as it committed to do when it was granted ETC status in 2004.2 Petitioners ask the Commission to revoke 
Sprint/Nextel’s ETC designation in Virginia, or, in the alternative, to require Sprint/Nextel to show cause 
as to why it should retain its ETC status in light of its failure to build out its network and expand into 
rural areas.3

Interested parties may file comments on or before August 8, 2007, and reply comments on or 
before August 23, 2007. All pleadings are to reference CC Docket No.  96-45.  Comments may be filed 
using the Commission’s Electronic Comment Filing System (ECFS), or by filing paper copies.4
